He would like to shine 
in that role, but hesitation and delay 
in tackling pressing problems are not 
conductive to allaying, popular unrest. 
If the evil day can be put off by pro¬ 
crastination, and sometimes it can, 
then procrastination is good politics, 
but real problems must be met and 
dealt with outright.

Credit has been “dried up” for a number of years—local 
merchants trying their best to carry their customers until 
the crop is harvested. There is no new adventure, however, 
as the. merchants have been doing this ever since the de¬ 
pression began. While this njay be an inconvenience, it has 
put the average farmer in a much better financial position, 
and when he markets his crop he will not have a lot of bor¬ 
rowed money to pay back. 

Very little talk is heard in the district about the. pro¬ 
posed crop levy, the majority of the farmers not taking the 
proposal very seriously. 

While agitators may be.advising listeners to pay nothing 
on obligations it is thought that the majority of the iV: .tiers 
m the district, if given the necessary crop and a fair price, 
will liriuidate thejr indebtedness.

MillaVville, Okotoks, Black
